Results of Experiments on Petroleum 
Recovery Methods Discussed at Meet 


BteU College—Oil 
producers 


and engineer* trom many of the 
nation's oil fields, here for a tech- 
nical meeting, heard a report that 
experiments with long samples of 
oil-bearing 
formations 
indicate 


that petroleum recovery may be 
Increased up to 54 per cent by In- 
jecting gas ahead of the water 
used In some fields to drive crude 
oil to producing wells. 


The disclosure, resulting from 


Investigations in the laboratory 
of the Pennsylvania Grade Crude 
Oil Association at Bradford, Pa., j 
was made In a paper by Dr.' J. j 
N. Breston, laboratory chief, and 
his asoclates. Joseph Saxon, Jr., 
and R. M. Macfarlane. The paper 
was given at the 14th 
annual 


technical conference sponsored by 
the Pennsylvania State College 
school of mineral industries for 
oil operators engaged Ln^ produc- 
ing a second "crop" of oil from 


fields past the primary production 
stage. 


'The secondary recovery..oper- 


ators, as they are known, will 
bring the three-day session to a 
close today, after hearing and dis- 
cussing 12 technical papers pre- 
sented by members of the mineral 
industries school here, 'the Penn- 
sylvania Grade Crude Oil Associ- 
ation production research staff, 
and representatives of the U. S. 
Bureau of Mines station at Frank- 
lin, Pa., South Perm Oil Company, 
Bradford, and Hercules Powder 
Company, Wilmington, Del. 


The paper on gas injection ex- 


plained that the procedure Invol- 
ved the establishment of a high 
"free gas" saturation in the oil 
sand sample, or core, after the 
natural production phase and just 
prior to beginning the water flood. 
It was found that only a small 
quantity of gaa was necessary to

The gas drive, it was repored, 


caused a thorough oil. removal 
throughout the core but also left 
it in condition for further oil re- 
covery by water flooding. It was 
concluded from these experiments, 
performed on both Bradford type 
sands and Venango sands, that If 
such methods of oil 
recovery 


could be made applicable to the 
field it would mean greater oil 
recovery per acre and a reduction 
of the oil left in the sand of a 
new low point. 


Another paper, by P. W. Sturm 


and W. E. Johnson of the Associ- 
ation's Bradford laboratory, re- 
ported that fluorescein, a yellow 
chemical dye, had been found ad- 
vantageous, when mixed with wa- 
ter Injected into oil formations, 
as a tracer in detecting such con- 
ditions as crevices, assures, or 
very loose sand that are adverse 
to oil producing efficiency. 
The 


investigators 
found salt, other 


fluorescent 
dyes, 
and 
wetting 


agents useful also. The dye and 
other chemical tracers were In- 
troduced into injection water and 
then detected to the water pro- 
duced with the oil. 


A resin emulsion injected ex- 


perimentally into six air injec- 
tion wells in the Goodwill Hill- 
Grand Valley field, Warren Coun- 
ty, failed to plug certain "thief" 
formations which were the target, 
according to a paper by Paul T. 
Bail and Charles E. Whieldon, Jr., 
of the U. S. Bureau of Mines sta- 
tion. Franklin. Experience gained 
will be helpful, however, -in im- 
proving the technique of placing 
the plugging agent in an injection 
well in a manner that will re- 
duce by-passing of the injected 
gas and Increase the recovery of 
oil, it was felt.

INDO-CHINA A HOT SPOT 


The Chinese Communists have turned down a United 


Nations invitation to discuss before the Security Council 
their intervention in the Korean war. 


There can't be any great surprise in this. They could 


not have denied the presence of their troops in Korea, since 
they have broadcast appeals for "volunteers" for all the 
world to hear. They could only have tried to offer some 
excuse for iheir action. 


But all but one of their possible excuses would not 


have carried much weight in the UN. There is evidence 
that a good many nations, including the United States, 
would have given consideration to the Reds' obvious 
interest in the power dams on the Korean side of the 
Manchurian border. 


Yet the chances are Mao Tse-tung has other aims 


as well, which would not stand UN scrutiny. As many 
observers have suggested, he may want to prolong the 
war through the bitter winter, to help Reds generally 
to regain some of their lost prestige in the Far East. 


He couldn't easily talk of such things to the Security 


council. If he chose to speak only of China's worries over 
power dams, he might find himself embarrassed by a 
UN promise to safeguard his interests there. Then he'd 
have no course but to get out of Korea. 


That the Reds have decided not to come indicates 


pretty strongly that the dams are only part of the story. 
And they much prefer to keep the rest of the world guess- 
ing as to what the other parts arc. 


As Communist forces continue to advance in Indo- 


China to the south,,a new theory is emerging that the 
whole Korean operation may, in the Reds' view, be merely 
a diversion. The real show is Indo-China, some experts 
are saying. 


According to this version, everything the Communists 


are doing outside that French-defended land is aimed at 
distracting the United States, Britain and other poten- 
tial allies of France. 


It's argued that for the future of all Southeast Asia 


Indo-China is vastly more important than Korea or Tibet 
or Formosa. Indo-China in Red hands might open up 
India, Burma, Malaya and Indonesia to relatively easy 
Communist conquest. 


Since r.o western nation has any wish to invade Red 


China and get involved in a war with her hordes of sol- 
diers, Mao is definitely in a position to thumb his nose at 
the West. We have no choice but to go on guessing his 
motives. 


But oh the chance that he is trying to distract us and 


scatter our strength, we can at least deny him the oppor- 
tunity of making Formosa an effective part of his smoke 
screen. 


THE BLANKET 


(New York Times) 


November's lashing rain and gusty wind bring down 


the color from the treetops. The wooded hills overnight 
lose their banners, and the maples, the buttonweeds and 
all the birches stand leafless against the sky, as though 
never again would such a spectacle occur. Walk through 
the woods and you scuffle through the color that was and 
is no mere. 


The remnants are there underfoot, a rustling blanket 


that is almost as wintery as the barren hills. Yet it is 
more than a blanket. So well ordered are the seasons 
that this blanket not only protects the roots and bulbs 
there in the woodlands but at a proper time it will feed 
their reaching shoots. Rain will leach away the crisp- 
ness, and snow will press it close to the self-renewing 
earth. Thus are the woodlands renewed and enriched; 
thus are the lesser acids of decay provided to hasten and 
continue the life processes of tree and vine and bush and 
shrub. 


The leaves are not discarded any more than the crisp 


grass stems in the meadow. Their primary function was 
to trap sunlight and manufacture food for the parent 
plant. That function completed, at a proper time they 
underwent physical change which gave them vivid color. 
And after that they returned to the earth itself this winter 
blanket of protection and nourishment for another spring. 


There they lie, brought down by wind and rain, and 


there they will be absorbed by the soil. And from them, 
when the time comes, will spring color again, the color 
of violets and cranesbill and anemone, and the stately 
green of new-leafed trees, the green that will turn gold and 
crimson in another October and will come showering down 
in another November rain. For the cycle has no ending.

Russia, Not U. S., Should Pay 
For Reconstruction in Korea

YjTTASHINGTON—(NEA)—Korean reconstruction aid is running into 
" a nice foul-up in the United Nations. It is being discovered— 
apparently for the first time—that this job is going to cost a little 
money And the glorious allies are shunning the bill like the plague. 


What should happen here, is that the bill for all Korean relief and 
rehabilitation should be handed to Soviet Russia. They started this 
thing. Let them foot the bill, and let the United Nations assess the 
damages. They could never collect. But it would be a good counter- 
propaganda trick to have" Ambassador Warren Austin get up someday 
at a UN meeting and present a detailed statement to Vishinsky & Malik. 


Since diplomats are diplomats, however, this will never be done. 


Instead, the world now has the spectacle of the Russian representatives 
sitting in on committee and Economic and Social Council meetings 
where Korean recovery is being discussed, dotting i's, crossing t's and 


j shirting commas about in such manner that they will later be able to 
i get out of paying one ragged ruble. 


I OFFICIAL chatter around Washington Is that the United States will 
^ be asked—or will volunteer—to pick up the check for about 70 
per cent of whatever it will cost to put Korea back on its feet. It is 
the job of collecting the other 30 per cent that will cause the headaches. 
First estimates on what Korean reconstruction would cost were put 


together by the Army general staff and the Marshall Plan organization 
in Korea. These figures were taken to Wake Island and given to 
President Truman by General MacArthur. 


Estimates were made for something like a five-year plan. But the 


cost was found to be so high that the total has never been released. 
South Korean government estimates have put the total need at $2 
billion. Whatever the figure, constant effort has been made to get it 
down to manageable proportions. 


South Korean requirements are fairly well known in some categories. 


The number of destroyed railway and highway bridges, for instance, 
and the cost of replacing some bombed-out factories. Nearly 149,000 
out of 150,000 looms were destroyed, and 3,200 out of 4,500 spindles. 


Destruction of farm livestock can only be guessed at, says Dr. Edgar 


A. J. Johnson, Acting Chief of the Marshall Plan mission to Korea, 
who recently returned to Washington from Seoul. Another major 
uncertainty Is the amount of loot taken from warehouses by the Com- 
munists. And requirements for North Korea still have to be surveyed. 


At Lake Success, in order to make the figures look smaller, an effort 


was made to set up a budget for a shorter period of time. For the 
first 18 months, it has been thought that $350 million might get the 
job started. 


Since the U. S. Army and the Marshall Plan will spend at least $100 


million on Korean rehabilitation in the next few months, this sum 
was subtracted from the 13-month estimate to give a balance of $250 
million that the United Nations might be asked to contribute fox the 
calendar year 1951 or slightly beyond. 
QPPOSITION to approving even this sum has come from two sources. 
w First from the smaller countries who fear-that Korea would be 
given too big an advantage over them by such modernization. Second 
from the bigger countries who don't want to spend anything at all. 


But within a few days or weeks, the UN Economic and Social Council 


resolution on Korean relief will make its way through the various 
political committees and finally come up for a vote before the full 
General Assembly 
How much the resolution will be amended is 
anybody's guess. 


Then will come the longer, slower process of trying to collect the 


money to pay for whatever aid is voted, after making long and detailed 
surveys of what's needed and reporting back to UN. It will be another 
UNREA type operation.

It's NPA's job to tell industry 


when to cut down and how much 
on the use of steel or aluminum of 
anything else which might have 
gone into civilian goods but now 
is needed for defense. 


You, may have wondered: since 


the government has been signing 
contracts with industry for months 
now under the defense program, 
why will it be next spring befofe 
the full impact of rearmament is 
felt?

of the sermon on the mount we 
shall have wars. They

wholesale killing, and the exigen- 
cies of such conflict always have 
been held to demand the death 
penalty for traitors and spies. Col- 
laboration with the enemy may 
bring disaster to the criminal's

through so fast that British G. 
-H. Q., at times didn't know where 
its front lines were. In the midst 
of that death and confusion Ger- 
man soldiers, wearing British uni- 
forms, were • infiltrating the shat- 
tered 
lines with devastating re- 


sults. 


So the order went out that any 


British soldier who got separated 
from his unit, and couldn't ex- 
plain instantly why he wasn't 
with it, was to be shot forthwith 
as a possible German. 
British 


officers used their pistols on many 
such individuals, and undoubtedly 
more than a few were British 
tommies who had the bad luck 
to get lost. 


That was tough—but it was a 


tough situation. The security of 
the British army was at stake, 
and that army was defending its 
homeland and the homelands of 
its allies. 


Of course the Incident isn't a 


parallel to the Korean affair. I 
relate It to emphasize that the 
demands of war are harsh. 


There Is no use talking about 


humanizing war. It can't be done. 


Names on Relief 
Rolls of the State 
Dropping Steadily 


The number of persons receiv- 


ing public assistance in Pennsyl- 
vania declined by 6,126 during the 
last half of October. All types of 
assistance shaied in the drop as 
the number of recipients oC gen- 
eral assistance decreased by 2,901, 
aid to dependent children by 2,613, 
old-age assistance by 553, 
and 


blind pensions by 59. Although the 
rate of decline in the rolls during 
the last half of the month 
was 


considerably lower than 
during 


the recent periods, persons leav- 
ing the rolls still outnumbered 
those coming on the rolls by 2 to 1. 
Assistance 
payments 
to 12,355 


persons were discontinued Curing 
the final half of October, while 
assistance was - being authorized 
for only 6,228. In Erie county there 
were 2,820 cases and 4,226 per- 
sons listed on the rolls. A break- 
down of these figures discloses 
the following: general assistance 
cases, 429, persons, 497; old-age 
assistance cases, 1,677, persons, 
1.746; aid to dependent children 
cases, 462, persons, 1,731; blind 
pension recipients, 252.

A committee to study the promo- 
tion of this fluoridation program 
was appointed consisting of Drs. 
J. E. Richards, chairman, J. R, 
Elliott and R. S. Gibb. 


Dr. Wilbert D. Imbrie, district 


dental officer, Pennsylvania 
de- 


partment of Health, outlined ad- 
vantages of the fluoridation of 
community water and urged the 
local society to promote its ac- 
ceptance. He stated that it would 
prevent up to 40% of dental cav- 
Itiea in children. 


The Telephone Extension Pro- 


gram originating from 
Chicago 


and sponsored by fourteen .univer- 
sities was heard by dentists in 
255 Cities In 46 states and six 
Canadian provinces. The subject 
for this program was "Modern 
Concepts of Drug Therapy in Den- 
tal Practice" with Dr. J. Roy 
Blayney, professor of dental surg- 
ery, University of Chicago, act- 
ing as moderator.

Trouble is. when 
you divide the population of each state by 334,000 it seldom if ever 
comes out even. There's always n fraction left over. Main purpose 
of the roapportionment is to work out a minimum injustice to every 
stale for its fraction. 
. American Academy of Science reported on this .injustice to the 
Speaker of the House back in 1929. From that report, the present 
system was worked out. The law says nrst that each state shall htvft 
at least one representative. That accounts for the first 48 of the 435. 
and leaves 387 to be divided on the Feconcl round. 


On this first round, Delaware, Nevada and Wyoming drop ovit be- 


cause they have less than 334,000 population. Vermont, also drops out. 
because it doesn't have enough population lor two seats. With these 
four slates out, Ihe 387 reals arc divided among 44 states. 


The stales arc now lined up according to calculated priority. New 


York having the largest population, it gels the 49th seat. California 
gets 50, Pennsylvania 51 and Illinois 52. New York now still has a 
greater priority than 'any olhcr state, so it gets Ihe 53rd seat for Its 
third congressman.
